The subject matters of claims 1, 3 and 7-12 appear neither to involve an inventive step in view of 
documents 1 and 2 cited in the ISR. It is easy for a person skilled in the art to apply, to a plant 
control device for modulating a control input signal, which is instructed in document 1, a technical 
idea for generating an input signal by dividing the input signal into a plurality of components, 
modulating a part of the components and then adding the modulated components to another 
component, which is instructed in document 2. It is not considered especially difficult to specify a 
field to which the technique is applied (a device to which the said technique is applied). 
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
